Atoms— Children 
Were 
Struck 
by 


Flying Missiles— Between Four and 


Five Tons of Powder Exploded. 


Wilmington, Del., Nov. 12. — With 
two resounding reports, accompanied 
by exceptionally heavy shocks, two 
mills in the Bagley yard of the E. I. 
Dupont de Nemours Powder company 
—a press mill and a grinding mill— 
w’ere wrecked by explosions of powder. 
Three men were killed and several in­ 
jured. 
Besides the mills destroyed 
six 
private 
residences were badly 
damaged. 
The property loss is $50,- 
000. 
The dead: Howard Darragh, aged 
twenty-one years; Walter McDermott, 
aged twenty-three years, and Michael 
Pemeator, aged forty-five years. 
The three victims and most of the 
injured were employes of the com­ 
pany and were at work in the section 
of the yard where the explosion oc­ 
curred. The injured were cut by flying 
glass, stones, iron and other debris, 
but none are hurt fatally. 
Between 
four and five tons of powder exploded. 
Immediately after the explosion phy­ 
sicians were summoned. 
The grinding mill went up first, and 
about two seconds later wats followed 
by the press mill. The explosion in 
each instance was exceptionally heavy, 
affecting the immediate locality and 
shaking up this city In a manner that 
brought everybody from their homes 
to the streets. 
The shock was also 
felt 
in 
Philadelphia. West Chester, 
Camden. Gloucester and Woodbury and 
other nearby towns. 
A large draught horse owned by the 
company lost Its life. It was proceed­ 
ing drawing a car through the yard 
and was blown about fifty feet and in 
stantly killed. 
Among the persons Injured were s a ­ 
cral children living on the north side 
of the Brandywine, who were struck 
by flying missiles, which had be *n 
hurled across the creek. 
Following is a list of the Injured: A 
baby daughter of T. B. Holcomb, aa- 
, sistant superintendent of the yard, was 
hurt by plaster falling on ber when 
her father’s house was wrecked 
In 
the same manner a baby daughter of 
Preston Biddie was Injured. The res! 
dence of Mr Biddie was totally wreck 
ed and glass and falling doors injured 
Mrs. Biddle and also Samuel Glatz. 
who was a boarder. 
The technical names of the mills in 
which the explosion occurred are the 
skin packing house and the prismatic 
mill. both of which are in the upper 
i end of the upper yard, where the up 
per entrance to the yard is locoted. 
M< Dermott was in charge of the 
skin lacking mil! McDermott Is sujv 
posed to hare been working in the 
mill at the time. An effort was mad# 
to find the body after the explosion. 
but without result, and It is supposed 
that the unfortunate man was blown 
to atom*. 
So far as is known no person was 
at work in the prismatic mill when th# 
explosion occurred, but Darragh was 
driving a powder car past the mill.

The first as well as the most remark­ 
able of the great irrigation projects 
undertaken by the United States rec­ 
lamation service und«*r terms of the 
Carey irrtgadoa act is the Gunn isos 
rsiiQel ^f*Cfleh eaffles the turbulent 
waters of the lower Gunnison river by 
a bore ll by IU feet through 
miles 
of solid mountains. 
The work was 
started several years ago. f• u* >wing 
a survey of the river by a courageous 
engineer who made the trip down the 
raging stream on a rubber raft. 
But 
many

preceding were con­ 
sumed 
in 
building 
a 
wagon 
road 
on which necessary machinery and 
supplies could be transported to tile 
scene of the work. 
In constructing 
the tunnel through the mountains a 
variety of rock ami earth formations 
was encountered, besides natural gas. 
hot mineral waters aud underground 
lakes. 
The tunnel is lined throughout 
with cement and is peart I* ally iud* 
stiuetible. 
Tim main canal, which re­ 
ceives the water from tin* tunnel, is 
thirty feet wide at the bottom, eighty- 
three feet wide at the top, and the 
average depth of water is ten feet, 
the capacity being 1,3*H) cubic feet of 
water js*r second. 
The tunnel was 
formally opened Sept. 23 at Montrose, 
Colo., on the occasion of President 
T aft’s visit. 
The cost of the tunnel 
and distributing canals will be $3,000.- 
00*1. 
The government will be reim­ 
bursed by the sale of perpetual water 
rig his to actual settlers at about $3 3 
per acre, ten years’ time being allowed 
for payment without interest. 
The 
system will redeem and give a value 
of from $73 to $300 per acre to 150.000 
acres 
of land that 
without 
water 
would not be worth $ 1 0 an acre. The 
land is marvelously’ fertile and with 
the water which the system will pro­ 
vide will blossom like a garden.

cett. cashier of 
the bank, seriously 
wounded John K. Woodward, presi­ 
dent of the bank, and wounded James 
R. Tucker, a colored chauffeur, prob­ 
ably fatally. 
When Hall entered the bank he car­ 
ried a pistol in each hand. .Lfter com­ 
manding every one to throw up his 
hands and “get into the vault." Hall 
began shooting. 
Cashier Fawcett was shot through 
the chest and neck and died almost 
Instantly. 
President Woodward was 
shot through the liver an I his intes­ 
tines were perforated. 
Tucker, the 
chauffeur, was shot through the body. 
Following the shooting, the mur­ 
derer rushed from the bank and tried 
to escape in an automobile which he 
had taken from the curb in front of 
the residence of iAS owner, Mrs. Wal­ 
ter Escott, In Louisville. He had forc­ 
ed the negro chauffeur at the pAiint of 
a pistol to drive him to New Albany. 
Chauffeur In Terror. 
A •'ter the shooting at the bank the 
chauffeur was paralyzed with terror 
sn*! apparently incapable of action, 
and sat still when the robber jumped 
Into the car and ordered him to sp**i-d 
up the machine 
The robber th rn 
Jumped out of the automobile, shot 
the TiP.gro in the hack and ran two 
blocks to the Ohio river. He seized a 
skiff and was on his way to the Louis­ 
ville side of the river before the fright­ 
ened citizens of 
New Albany knew 
what bad transpired. 
An alarm was given through a meg­ 
aphone on a dredge boat, and in a 
short 
time 
several 
policemen 
had 
s^ar'ed in pursuit of him In a fast mo­ 
tor boat. 
Capturing their man. they brought 
him to shore where by a ruse Police 
Captain Adams kept back the crowd 
of 20o persons which crowded around 
the dock as the police boat landed.

Cairo, III., Nov. 12.—Will James, the 
negro suspected of being the murderer 
of Miss Annie Pelley, was killed here 
by a mob. James was strung up to the 
public arch, the rope broke and at 
least 500 shots were poured into his 
body. He made a partial confession 
and implicated another negro, Arthur 
Alexander, for whom the mob is now 
searching. 
The negro was lynched In the most 
j prominent square of the city. W omei 
i present were the first to pull the rope. 
I When it broke the frensy of the mob 
was uncontrollable, and they fired vol- 
: ley atter 
volley Into 
Jam es’ body, 
j shooting him to pieces. 
The mob then dragged the dead ne­ 
gro to the scene of the crime, a mile 
distant from the arch at Twenty-sixth 
and Elk streets, made a huge bonfire 
and. throwing the bullet-riddled body 
on top. ahe torch was applied, and the 
crowd stood by and with cries and 
pistol shots added their chorus to the 
crackling of the flames. 
At least 10.00 people witnessed the 
lynching. 
Before James was taken by the mot 
Sheriff Frank Davis, of 
Alexandei 
county, with two deputies, had spent 
nearly twenty-four hours In the wood* 
of Union and Pulaski counties, north 
of. here dodging bands of men bent 
on lynching the negro. 
At dark he had evaded the scouts 
sent out from this and other towns. 
Later a report reached here that 
th** sheriff and his party had come 
out of the woods 
near 
Karnak, a 
small town twenty-five miles north ol 
Cairo. 
Ailing on this information, which 
carne 
from 
railroad 
employes 
and 
seen J more authentic than a dozen 
similar 
rumors. 300 men seized 
a 
freight train of the Big Four railroad 
h«’ro. attached a switch engine to it 
and started for Karnak.

Another Instrum ent used In record­ 
ing meteorological conditions is the 
rain gauge.

ordinary tin can with straight sides 
will serve the purp<**e.

The ordinary rule marked off in 
eighths and sixteenths of an inch may 
is* ailed, but in order to compare the 
results with the records of the w eath­ 
er bureau It is well to use a rule m ark­ 
ed off In tenths of an Inch.

WEATHER ON THE FARM. 


Proper 
Exposure 
of 
Thor mo mot ars. 
Plans For Rainfall Gauges. 
No m atter bow good a therm om eter 


The Turkish red variety of wintei 
W’heat la being Mown this fall by many 
a farm er In the small grain belt who 
has not raised a bushel of wheat on his 
place for a score of years or more. 
Among the advantages of substituting 
winter wheat for oats in a crop rota 
ti*»n may be mentioned the fact that 
where centi it ions are at all favorable 
It will give a larger net return per 
acre tfiau outs, while it m atures twn 
weeks earlier than early oats, enabling 
one to turn nuder the stubble early 
and thus keepiug myriads of weeds 
from m aturing a crop of seed. W here 
one wishes to make a fall sowing of 
alfalfa, w inter wheat ntakes an excel­ 
lent preceding crop, as there is time to 
glee the land -several diskings before 
the alfalfa Is sown. 
With conditions 
at all favorable there should be a 
yield of from twenty-five to thirty- 
live bushels per a* r»*. while the price 
should to not less tnan $1 per bushel.
